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FILE THREE DRAFTS 
OF A GOMPENSATION 
AGT IN LEGISLATURE 


Special Commission Ap- 
pointed by Governor Draper 
to Make Study of Question 
Submits Report. 


TWO AGREE ON ONE 


Distinctive Feature of All the 
Bills Is the Mutual Benefit 
Associations Which Each 
of the Measures Provides. 


. 
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Three separate and distinct plans for 
compensating workingmen for injuries 
in the course of their employment were 
reported to the Legislature today by the 
special commission, appointed by Gov- 
ernor Draper last summer, and which 
since that time has been devoting its 
time to this question. 

The commission is composed of James 
A. Lowell of Newton, chairman; Repre- 
sentative Amos T. Saunders of Clinton, 
Henry Howard of Brookline, Magnus W. 
Alexander of Lynn, and Representative 
Joseph A. Parks of Fall River. Messrs. 
Saunders and Parks agree upon a bill 
which is permissive in its nature, and 
does not require any employer of labor 
to come within its provisions; but inas- 
much as the bill provides that in case of 
an injury to an employee the employer 
may not escape liability, as he now does 
in many cases, because of the “fellow- 
servant,” the “negligence of the em- 
ployee,” or the “assumption of risk” 
laws, it is believed that every employer 
will find it to his advantage to join. 

Chairman Lowell has presented a bill 
which is compulsory in its nature and re- 
quires cach employer to pay compensa- 
tion to every injured employee, except 
that he may escape liability by insuring 
in some company permitted to do busi- 
ness in Massachusetts to the full amount 
of his liability; in the lia- 
bility falls upon the insurance company. 

The distinctive difference between the 
Saunders*Parks antthé Lowell bills, 
_geide from their permissive and compul- 
sory features, is that the former places 
the burden of compensation upon indus- 
try at large, while the latter places it 
upon the individual employer. 

Mr. Alexander also presents a compul- 
sory bill, 
in. that he requires both the employer 
and the employee to contribute to the 
fund from which accident claims are to 
be paid, Mr. Howard, being in Europe 
at the present time, does not participate 
in the report. 

The Saunders-Parks and the Lowell 
bills provide that in case of total disa- 
bility because of mjury the employee 
shal] be entitled to receivesone-half his 
regular weekly wage, but not more than 
$10 nor less than $4 per week, and-for a 
period of not more than 500 weeks, nor 
an aggregate payment of more than 
$3000. Because of the contributions to 
be made by the employee under his plan 
Mr. Alexander has provided that the em- 
ployee shall receive two-thirds his regular 
wage, with the same limitations, except 
that the aggregate payment is made not 
more than $4000. The proportion to be 
paid to the dependents of an employee is 
the same as in the case of total disabil- 
ity, but the duration of such payments 
is limited in the Saunders-Parks and the 
Lowell bills to 300 weeks, and in 
the ‘Alexander bill to 400 weeks, the 
additional time again being due to the 
fact that the employee has contributed a 
share to the fund. 

Another most important provision of 
each of the bills is that the employee 
shall not receive compensation for injur- 
ies resulting from his own serious and 
wilful miscohduct, while in cage his in- 
jury is dye to the wilful and serious 
misconduct of the employer or of any 
person regularly entrusted with and ex- 
ercising the powers of superintendence,

Representatives of the government and 
representatives of .the insurrectionists 
signed the agreement of. peace at the 
custom house here at 10 o’clock Sunday 
night, and although it covers only the 
principal points fegotiated thus far the 
agreement, practically records the con- 
eessions by the government of those de- 
mands which started,*on Nov. 20, the 
armed revolution in Mexico, Telegrams 
announcing the signing of the agreement 
were despatched throughout Mexico to 
revolutionary and federal leaders alike.

Governor Foss in opening the hearing 
said that he had been an owner of land 
Bay for several years, but 
that he had not acquired any properties 
in the last five years. 

He had appeared before a committee 
in favor of the extension of Boylston 
street and told them that he had never 
been able to sell any of his land. 

Syivester Baxter, secretary of the Met- 
ropolitan Improvement League, said that 
he opposed the bill in behalf of an organ- 
ization whose chief aim was to safeguard 
the growth of metropolitan Boston along 
well considered lines. His opposition was 
on practical grounds, the motives he re- 


| garded only as the natural expressions of 


order and efficiency. 

“Every expert of standing has con- 
demned the straight line plan as an in- 
defensible disfigurement of no value in 
saving time or distance,” he said. “These 
experts planned not for embellishment, 
but for the utmost possible public util- 
ity in the way Streets and open 
spaces, favoring traffic routes and the 
like. Such was the judgment of Ray- 
mond Unwin of London, of D._H. Burn- 
ham of Chicago, of Frederick Law Olm- 
of Arthur A. Shurtleff, 
of Warren H. Manning, of John Nolen, 
Professor Pray of Harvard, ail masters 
of their calling. 

“The Fenway lands should have con- 
venient approaches: It was not lack of 
these made development stagnant. Other 
reasons have impeded development there. 
The movement to Bay State road and to 
Brookline, the universally slow advance 
of high class residential and business dis- 
triets, the smoke from the railroads and 
other things are responsible. 

“The senior Olmstead who planned 
the Fens was a great practical genius in 
civic planning as well as in parks. He 
regarded the parkway as primarily an 
The park commis- 
1uthotity to establish gen- 
eral tratlic w: ays, as in Glen road at 
Franklin park. The services of the 
street commission are superfluous and 
can only mess up things. 

“If park plans are to be opened to 
street and school uses, the next things 
to come will be city stables, stone yards, 
fire stations and garbage plants.”

Commonwealth avenue from Boston to 
Auburndale and beyond is laid out in @ 
series of curves, and is vastly more at- 
tractive than it could possibly be if it 
were an absolutely straight road. The 
greab city of London has few, if any, 
straight streets. 

“No one can pretend for a moment 
that the Back Bay section of the ‘city

“Those who are behind the bill have 
stated that the purpose of the bill 
to provide for laying out Boviston atreet 
straight line through the Fens. 
This would involve the destruction of 
the Richardson arch; would seriously 
damage the scenery of the park; would 
cost a large sum of money, and would 
shorten the length 130 feet in a distance 
of about 1400 feet. 

“The idea of straightening Boylston 
street has become an obsession of sev- 
eral men interested in the land imme. 
diately west of the Fens, but even from 
the selfish viewpoint of these land own- 
ers, who have certainly had hard luck 
in their speculations, I do-not believe 
that the change would produce anything 
like the advance in their land values 
which they hope. 

“It is to be observed that they have 
never offered to pay for the cost of mak- 
ing the change, let alone paying any- 
thing for the indirect loss to the city 
for injury to the park.” 

The committee also disapproved of the 
bill because no emergency or deadlock 
existed in the regular city government 
agencies for dealing with problems of 
this sort which would justify resorting 
to special legislation. 

A. A. Shurtleff, a property owner in 
Boston, said that if the plans of the bill 
were carried into effect, it would be 
necessary to construct a road for which 
the people of Boston would have to pay 
$143,000 that would be only 150 feet 
shorter than the one already existing. 
It would be necessary to construct a new 
bridge, 140 feet distant from the bridge 
already erected, 

Clifton Sturgis said he appeared on 
behalf of the Boston Society of Arts 
and explained that the society had con- 
sidered the extension of Boylston several 
vears ago and a committee had then re- 
ported the project as so difficult that it 
could not arrive at any solution. He 
urged that the question be submitted to 
the committee on metropolitan affairs or 
to the parn commission. 

Charles Francis Adams, president of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society,

NEW PROBLEMS, OLD RULES | 


Described by John 


Times and Ways of Harvard's Early Sophisters Are

LTHOUGH today it is freely admitted | 


by those that do not know anything | 
about the matter that Harvard under-| 
graduates lead a life of elegant luxury, 
it was not always so. Whereas today | 
the Harvard undergraduate feasts, or| 
they say he feasts, from morning to. 
night upon stuffed zebra, pickled pearls; | 
early asparagus and all the dishes that| 
unbounded riches can procure, he once 
had plainer commons. Although today 
he lodges in a palace, or is reported so 
to lodge, where the rooms are hung with) 
arras of the choicest, where perfumes 
load the lazy Cambridge air with their 
recondite charms and expensive, gor- 


}geous cockatoos and birds of paradise 


swing supercilious on golden hoops, there | 
was a time when Harvard men had to) 
put up with very plain quarters and not) 
much of them at ‘that. | 

We say this, not so much because we) 
have been told by reputable men that! 
even today there are several undergrad- 
uates at Harvard that are not million- 
aires, but because we have read, and! 
hope the reader will as well, a paper 
by A. McF. Davis, Esq., entitled “Jobn| 
Harvard’s Life in America,” printed in! 
the twelfth volume of the publications! 
of the Colonial Society of Massachusetts. 
We can only give the reader a few notes 
from Mr. Davis’ paper, and the first of 
them is about the college building in 
Cambridge. We do not say buildings, 
but use the singular to denote the sky 
isolation that clothed’ Harvard’s begin- 
ning. It stood, like Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton. “solitary and alone,” until in 1677 
it fell down because it fell apart, end 
when this happened the building was not 
40 years old. 

“Under one roof in this building were 
all the rooms deemed requisite for the 
college and the students. There was the 
public hall where religious and literary 
exercises were held and where also the 
students had their commons. Over this 
was a room in which was the library 
that Harvard brought with him to Cam- 
bridge. The kitchen and buttery were 
on the ground floor, and there were dor- 
mitories in both stories as well as the 
attic.” 

From the foregoing extract one can see 
that the gilded Harvard man of say 1650 
led a very compact existence. Every- 
thing was within easy reach, and it is 
doubtless to this ease of communication 
that we can trace that great love of lux- 
ury which is reported to mark the Har- 
vard man among the members of a free 
and hardy population. Mr. Davis tells 
us that the chambers for the students 
were very small, and that the studies 
were finished in various ways, among 
which he tells of lath and clay daubing, 
plaster and whitening and cedar wains- 
coting. It is with some little trepidation 
that we confess the cedar wainscoting 
lest it confirm the severe views of Har- 
vard’s critics, but we plead in alleviation 
at least that not all the windows were 
glazed with glass, but that some of them 
appear to have been glazed with oiled 
paper. 

At all events it is pleasant to think 
that John Harvard’s mother came from 
the town that belongs to the English 
speaking race, the town of Stratford. 
Any one that has passed a few winters 
in Cambridge will need no rhetoric to 
make him understand when he is told 
that fhe Harvard College house had 
but one or two studies that could be 
warmed. “Hence, in the winter months, 
nearly all the students were compelled 
to assemble in the public hall, where, 
before the open fireplace, they could at 
any rate keep from freezing. . The 
question of lighting the hall in the even- 
ings sufficiently for study must have 
been a troublesome one. ‘The steward 
charged the students for candles and 
if they made use of the public fire a 
charge was made for this.” 

For these luxuries the Harvard so- 
phister, did not pay in money, /because 
there was very little money, but he paid 
in kind. Mr. Davis shows us that the ac- 
count of the college treasurer for one 
year records that he was paid in rye, 
Indian corn, wheat, malt, butter and 
apples, a final payment being put down 
as “commodities,” perhaps. the forerun- 
ners of Yankee notions. 

As to the books that were housed in 
this combination of dormitory, chapel, 
lecture room, hall and kitchen, Mr. Davis 
has given a list of them in the “Biblio- 
graphical Contributions” of Harvard Uni- 
versity library, No, 27. There were, all 
told, but 373 of them and among those 
in the Latin list that Mr. Davis quotes 
are Abernethey’s Physie for the Soul, 
the Summa of Thomas Aquinas, Ascham’ . 
Letters, Aesop’s Fables, Bellarmine’s Felic- 
ity of the Saints, Bacon’s Advancemient. 
of Learning, Calvin's Institutions, Cam- 
den’s Remains, Cotton’s Concordance, the} 
Colloquies of Erasmus, Quarles’ \ Poems, | Zw 
the Satires of Persius, North's Pintareh, We 


Plautus, Lamberd’s Justice (a book 
about the dutigs of a justice of the 
peace), Chapman's Homer, Juvenal, 
Smith Logic. Besides these are many 
works that no one, save the curious, ever 
looks at today, but when we consider 
that a library in which these titles oc- 
cur was given to a little struggling col- 
lege that had the North Atlantic on one 
side and the wilderness on the other, we 


\get in a rough way an impression that 


after all the most substantial things are 
right ideas; tempest, battle, trouble 
within and without, all go like flying 
clouds before the clearing wind and the 
ideas remain in their invincible serenity.

IN THE BIG LEAGUES 


President Johnson’s Move to 
Shorten Games Without 
Slowing Up the Ball Should 
Be a Popular Feature. 


STANDINGS TO DATE 


The chief topic of discussion at the 
present time among the followers of 
major league baseball is the heavy hit- 
ting and large number of runs which are 
being made every day by the various 
teams. That the ball of 1911 is much 
faster than that of previous years is the 
general verdict. That the fan likes the 
increased hitting is unquestioned, and 
whatever may be done in the future to 
help shorten the time required to play 
the games, there is no doubt but what a 
majority of those who patronize the con- 
tests want to see the present hitting and 
scoring continue. 

The pitcher’s battle, while it is inter- 
esting to watch, has not the action that 
has made our national game popular in 
the past, and a return to the heavy hit- 
ting of See old days is a welcome change 
from the*games of the past few years. 

How much the fastness of the ball 
may have to do with the present batting, 
and how much is due to the pitchers not 
being up to their form of last year, 
seems to be a question. Umpire O’Day, 
one of the best in the business, ig in- 
clined to lay it to the pitchers, and the 
fact that some games are still marked by 
few hits would seem to bear him out in 
a& measure. 

Evidently realizing that the fan wants 
to see the hitting and yet does not want 
a long drawn out game, President John- 
son of the American has set about to 
find means shortening the contests 
without slowing up the ball. He has given 
notice that the warming up practise of 
the pitcher at the beginning of each 
inning shall be cut out, and this will 
do much to quicken the play and should 
prove popular with the spectator. This 
feature. which was introduced a few 
years ago, has never been populgr with 
the public and its abolishment should 
not tend to decrease a pitcher’s efficiency 
to any appreciable extent. 

This week will see the last of the 
eastern invasion of the West in _ the 
American and the western invasion of 
the East in the National. That De- 
troit has been able to make a good 
showing in its games with the eastern 
clubs to date, indicates that the cham- 
pions of 1907, 1908 and 1909 will have 
to be taken into account this year when 
figuring on the final victor.

Vedrine, French ~Aviator, 
Wins the First Leg of 
Long-Distance Flight 
From Paris to Madrid. 


PREMIER IMPROVES 


PARIS—Several of the aviators en- 
tered in the Paris-Madrid race continued 
flying today, the contest having been 
resumed after being called off Sunday 
following the wreck of M. Train’s mona- 
plane, the fall of which killed M. Ber- 
teaux, minister of war, and injured M. 
Monis, premier and secretary of the 
interior. The premier’s condition is re- 
ported as improving this afternoon. 

Henry Weymann, the American en- 
trant in the race, withdrew today be- 
cause his mechanician failed to show up. 
Pierre Vedrine won_the first leg of the 
race today when he flew from Issy to 
Angouleme, 281 miles in three hours and 
48 minutes, which was at the rate of 
nearly 74 miles an hour. Vedrine was 
penalized 30 minutes for his false start 
Sunday, but even with this handicap, he 
is still in the lead. M. Gilbert restarted 
today from Pontlevoy, a heavy fog | 
obscuring his machine, and arrived at 
Angouleme at 10:55, his consumed time 
from Paris being 8h. 55m. 

Another fall occurred today when the 
machine of Andrew Frey capsized near 
Etampes and was wrecked. Frey es- 
caped. 

M. Train announced that he would not 
restart in the race. Three other avia- 
tors, Frey, Garnier and Ferrept, also re- 
tired from the race. The second leg of 
the race, from Angouleme to San Se- 
bastian, 300 miles, will be flown tomor- 
row and the third leg, from San Sebas- 
tian to Madrid, 400 miles, on Thursday. 

The judges announce that Vedrine has 
broken the record for the long distance 
cross-country flight. His time was all 
the more extraordinary when it was 
considered that he made a stop at 
Etampes, 35 miles from Paris, to regulate 
his motor.

CHAMBER DIRECTORS 
FAVOR TUBE JOINING: 
STATIONS IN’ BOSTON 


The: construction of # railitoad [ tugne I 
between the North and South stations, 
recommended in the report made to the 
directors of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce by the public utilities‘commit- 
tee of the chamber, is favored by the 
directors,-the chamber announces today. 
The repdrt is in accord with the general 
principles contained in phe bill framed 
by the “Big Four” commission. 

It is believed that such a tunnel con- 
nectimg the two principal railroad term- 
inals of the city will be an~entering 
wedge toward the electrification of rail- 
roads in Greater Boston, 

The report points out that the cham- 
ber a year ako voted to favor the build- 
ing of such a tunnel on certain condi- 
tions and that all these conditions have 
been met, with the possible exeeption 
that it was specified that the right to 
construct the tunnel should be given 
the railroads upon their agreement to 
pay “a franchise tax to the city, at a 
predetermined rate proportionate to the 
actual business through ‘the tunnel, the 
amount to be readjusted periodically by 
a proper tribunal.” 

The committee is of the opinion that 
the contemplated $2,000,000 contribution 
by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford road toward the cost of the high- 
way over the tunnel and the receipt of 
taxes upon the net cost of construction 
of the tunnel are as much as, if not 
more than, the city mjght expect to re- 
ceive in the way of a franchise tax, 
and that they may well be considered in 
lieu of such taxes. 


According to information received by 
the committee, the latest expert estimate 
of the cost of land to be taken for the 
highway over the tunnel is $5,300,000. |

SEGAL TARY WILSON 
AYO GRAZING LAND 
CONTROVERSY ENDED 


WASHINGTON—The decisions handed 
down by the supreme court concerning 
the right of the government to control 
grazing on the mational forests are of 
great interest to western people, and 
especially to the westerx stockmen. The 
right of the government t6 control its own 
lands within the various states and ter- 
ritories is so clearly definéd that it is 
regarded by Secretary Wilson as estab- 
lishing absolutely the position these 
lands occupy under the law: 

“IT am very sure,” said Secretary Wil- 
son today, “that the stockmen of the 
West, as well as the western people gen- 
erally, will accept this decision of the 
supreme court at its full worth and that 
the controversy which has heretofore ex- 
isted regarding the right to use the graz- 
ing lands within the various national 
forests without permit from the deparf- 
ment of agriculture will be brought to dn . 
end. 

“The two cases decided were the so- 
called Light case, which originated in 
Colorado, and the case of the United 
States against Grinaud, Carajous and 
Inde, three California stockmen. In the 
Light case one of the principal issues 
joined was on the question whether The. 
fence laws of the state must be complied 
with in order that the United States 
might sustain action for trespass on the 
national forests.

LEASE EXTENSION 
BY L 19 oUBJEGT 
FOR CHAMBER TALK 


Recommendations as to what action 
the city should take with reference to the 
éxtension of the leases by the Boston 
Elevated company of the various sub- 
ways and tunnels will be made at the 
meeting of the public utilities committee 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce this 
afternoon. 

The subway lease matter is now be- 
fore the legislative committee on street 
railways in the shape of a report of the 
joint railroad and transit commissions. 
The majority of the joint board recom- 
mend extension of all leases to a uni- 
form date, July 1, 1936, at a rental of 
4% per cent of the costs of the subways. 
The minority believes in extension to 
July 1, 1950, at a rental of 4% per cent. 

The lease of the Tremont street sub- 
way was made for a period of 20 years 
and will expire in 1917.. The annual 
rental is 4% per cent. 

The lease of the East Boston tunnel 
was made for a period of 25 years and 
will expire in 1922. , 

The lease of the Washington street 
tunnel was made for a period of 25 years 
and will expire in 1933 .

Methods pursued with currants and raspberries. 


URRANTSES wil] soon be here, and the 

good housewife will Want to put pp 
some jelly. Failures in jelly making may 
usually be traced to the use of too ripe 
fruit, says the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion. A jelly-bag may be quickly 
made with a double thickness of cheese- 
cloth and loops of tape sewed on the 
top in such a way that it may be hung 
over a broom handle or cane. 

To keep jelly, there is no better way 
than to pour melted paraffin on top after 
the jelly has hardened, then adjust the 
covers. The old-fashioned way of cut- 
ting letter-paper into circular pieces to 
just fit the tops of glasses, covering the 
jelly, putting on tin covers and-fasten- 
ing securely over the edges with library 
paste, is always good. 

For currant jelly, red and white cur- 
rants are used in equal proportions. 
Cherry currants are to be preferred when 
obtainable. For the most satisfactory 
results the fruit ghould not be ovegripe, 
neither should it be picked directly after 
a rain.

For a 
cupful of pulp or two medium-si 
oranges use half a cupful of sugar aa 
a quarter of a cupful of water.

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GENoUS oHUWS GAINS 
IN MANUFACTURING 
IN; MAGOACHUSETTS 


WASHINGTON—A preliminary stdte- 
ment of the general results of the cen- 
sus of manufactures of Brookline and 
Hyde Park, Mass., was issued today by 
Acting Census Director Falkner. They 
contain summaries comparing the fig- 
ures for 1904 and 1909, by city totals. 

The number of establishments and the 
number of salaried officials and clerks 
show increases of 23 per cent and 5 per 
cent respectively. 

There were 16 establishments in 1909, 
as compared with 13 in 1904, an increase 
of 3, or 23 per cent. 

The value of products was $523,000 in 
1909 and $733,000 in 1904, a decrease of 
$201,000 or 27 per cent. The average 
per establishment was approximately 
$33,000 in 1909 and about $56,000 in 
1904. 

The summary for Hyde Park shows 
increases in every item except in the 
cost of materials used, in which there 
was a decrease of 6 per cent. There was 
a 26 per cent increase in the value added 
by manufacture; 21 per cent in salaries 
and wages, 9 per cent each in the cap- 
ital invested and in the value of prod- 
ucts; 8 per cent in the average number 
of wage earners employed during the 
year, and 4 per cent each in miscellaneous 
expenses and in the number of salaried 
officials and clerks. 

There were 40 establishments. in 1909 
and in 1904. 

The value of products was $7,336,000 
in 1909 and $6,730,000 in 1904, an in- 
crease of $597,000 or 9 per cent. -The 
average per establishment was approxi- 
mately $183,000 in 1909 and about $168,- 
000 in 1904. 


WOMEN'S TRADE 
UNION LEAGUE TO 
MEET IN BOSTON 


The third biennial convention of the 
National Women’s Trade Union League 
is to open in Boston on June 12. The 
object of the league is to raise shop and 
wage standards for women workers. 

The daily sessions will be held in 
Barnard Memorial hall and will be from

and with the exception of executive 
sessions will be open to the public.

LOCALS ARE FIRM 


Stocks were generally buoyant in New 
York at the opening and during the 
early sales today and were strong in the 
local market.

Western Union, Underwood Typewrit- 
er, Steel, Rubber, Union Pacific, Pitts- 
burg Coal preferred, General Electric and 
Reading showed the most strength dur- 
ing the first balf hour. Virginia Caro- 
lina Chemical was weak. 

North Butte, Island Creek Coal, Isle 
Royale, Allouez and other copper stocks 
were in demand on the local exchange.

In 1909 there was a deficit of $700,000 
and the question was raised and fully 
debated in the House of Commons as 
to the advisability of handing over the 
line to one of the three big companies 
operating in the Dominion. This was 
voted down and confidence was expressed 
by both government and opposition mem- 
bers that the line could be made to pay 
if it were put under proper management. 

Shortly before this the premier had 
appointed as minister of railways a man 
who was not a native ofr those provinces 
hitherto always represented by the hold- 
er of this position. It was thought that 
the appointment of men from the east- 
ir provinces had tended to perpetuate 
and accentuate political of 
the railroad’s affairs. 

The line runs from Montreal to along 
the St. Lawrence river, in Quebec. then 
through New Brunswick and Nova Sco- 
tia, and it was designed to keep the traf- 
fic from the interior end from being un- 
der the control of a private company 
which might charge exorbitant rates to 
the seaboard if no competition existed. 

It was also said that the road was 
promised to New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia as a help to their continued com- 
mercial prosperity if they entered into 
confederation, giving them entry to the 
markets of western Quebec and of On- 
tario through the port of Montreal. 

Just there probably the political entan- 
glements began, and the appointment 
of a minister separared from all such 
influences from the provinces 
concerned, now appears to have been a 
wise innovation. Shortly after his 
appointment Mr. Graham decided to put 
the road under the control of four com- 
missioners who would be made respon- 
sible for the work and success of opera- 
tion, and he also is looking toward fur- 
ther businesslike arrangements for mak- 
ing the road a thoroughly paying invest- 
ment to the country, 

The rapid transition from a losing to a 
paying basis is naturally a cause for 
gratification on the part of the govern- 
ment.

" Great Britain has $260,000,000 invested 
in Mexico, while the United States has 
$305,000 ,000. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock has de- 
cided to increase the number of postal 
Savings bank openings from 50 to 100 
per week, 

In the last three years the state de- 
partment has won for American capital 
foreign concessions, loans and orders ag- 
gregating nearly $200,000,000. 

The Industrial Development Company, 
formed to aid Boston industries, with a 
$500,000 fund of guaranteed credit, has 
perfected its organization with James 
J. Storrow as president. 

Southern railway will construct 32 
miles of second track between Atlanta 
and Gainesville, Ga. This is a part of 
a general plan to double track the main 
line where traffic is heaviest. 

On Saturday, for the first time since 
movement of cotton became heavy last 
fall, visible supply of American cotton 
fell below last year’s low record, figures 
being 2,045,991 bales, against 2,054,641 
a year ago. 

John W. Gates’ Texas company has 
filed an amendment to its charter in- 
creasing its authorized stock from $36,- 
000,000 to. $50,000,000. This is a part of 
a plan to extend its business to all partg 
of the United States in competition with 
Standard Oil. 

A Pittsburg despatch says William E. 
Corey and H. C. Frick are planning an 
immense steel plant at Blairsville, Pa., 
and in this connection may take over 
mineral rights on 30,000 acres of coal 
belonging to the Lackawanna Coal & 
[ron Company in that section. 

The Chinese loan agreement has been 
signed by representatives of the Chinese 
government and four foreign banking 
groups, American, British, French and 
German. Agreement provides for a loan 
of $30,000,000 at 5 per cent to run for 
40 years and was taken at 95 with an 
arrangement for an additional $20,000,- 
000 if needed. : 

Contracts for steel raila last week ag- 
gregated nearly 30,000 tons, nearly half 
of which was ordered by Kansas City 
Southern. Orders for railroad equipment 
were insignificant. Structural steel or- 
ders, however, are showing some ‘im- 
provement and last week 20,000 tons of 
structural shapes were ordered and bids 
submitted on 15,000 tons more,

THE GRAIN MARKET. 

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Ince., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following from their Chicago correspond- 
ent: 

Wheat —In_ recognition of copious 
rains through practically the entire win- 
ter wheat belt the past 48 hours, with 
moisture also noted in many sections of 
the spring wheat states, decided weak- 
ness pervaded the ‘list. For a time an- 
xiety over the strength of May at the 
West restricted pressure, but it was 
thought that other deliveries were being 
sold under cover of this strength. Other 
news was mainly bearish. World’s ex- 
ports were of almost record proportions, 
with Russia’s the largest. Beneficial 
rains were reportéd in Roumania with 
American markets leading the decline. 

Corn—Rains were regarded as benefi- 
cial and there seemed to be many confi- 
dent predictions of heavier receipts and 
more liberal offerings from farmers as a 
result. Cash and export demand is lim- 
ited at present, but the tendency of this 
inquiry to improve in connection with 
cessation of country offerings as prices 
decline leads to a fair speculative de- 
mand on a scale down. Crop advices 
extremely favorable. 

Oats—The precipitation in many sec- 
tions of the oats region allayed a great 
deal of the apprehension recently mani- 
fest. Considerable liquidation was ap- 
parent, and aside from the buying by 
shorts which was in fair volume there 


was little support. 


GREAT NORTHERN.

Lumber producers of Oregon and Wash- 
ington have called a meeting with a 
view to inaugurating. curtailment for 
mills on Puget sound, Columbia river 
and the interior of Washington. The 
impression prevails that the unsatisfac- 
tory prices are due to overproduction. 

Much diversity of opinion seems to pre- 
vail among New England dealers as to 
immediate future of the trade. There 
likewise is a variety of reports concern- 
ing prices. Shading of quotations for 
building materials is reported in some 
quarters while in others it is said that 
no change in figures has been made. 

The boxboard situation is remarkable 
for its increasing firmness. The market 
is not in a condition of excitement or 
anything like that, but buyers are be- 
coming more alive to the fact that de- 
sirable box lumber is scarce. In all pine 
round edge l-inch, there have been tran- 
sactions at $17.50, and even $18, during 
the past week, and there are merchants 
here who want as much as the outside 
price for anything really good.

MOSQUE EXCAVATION 
AUMITTED IN DEBATE 
IN TURKIoH CHAMBER 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON—The story of the Jerusalem 
excavations has become a little more 
complicated by the debate in the Turkish 
Parliament. From this it appears that 
the explorers did succeed in gaining ad- 
mission to the mosque of Omar by brib- 
ing the officials. 

The excitement caused by this has been 
60 great that the existence of the pres- 
ent ministry in Constantinople is in jeop- 
ardy and it does not seem very likely 
that it will weather the storm. Already 
the dissentions in the committe of union 
and progress have weakened the ministry 
60 much that, without the excitement 
caused by the new revelations, its posi- 
tion was precarious. 

In an interview in London Capt. the 
Hon. B. M. Parker, the head of the 
British archeological expedition, has ex- 
plained that no treasures of any 
have been removed, all the antiquities 
discovered having been left in the charge 
of the Turkish government in the village 
of Siloam. 

He explained further that the only rea- 
eon for shutting down the works was 
that owing to the rains the ground was 
so sodden it was impossible to continue 
the excavations. 

These excavations, he 
undertaken owing to the discovery of a 
a Swede, which seemed to 
Orphel or Mt. Maria 
some of the oldest treasures of the 
Hebrew people, including manuscripts, 
were buried. How far the eypher was 
correct they had not yet been able to 
determine, but one thing had been put 
beyond any doubt and that was that 
the original city of David was built, not 
on Mt. Zion, but on Mt. Orphel. 

The collections, he declared, of curi- 
osities were of the greatest value, much 
of the pottery dating as far back as 
8000 B. C. So far from the fanaticism 
of the Muhammadan population having 
been inflamed by their work they had 
received the utmost assistance from 
them, indeed in the village of Siloam, 
where the expedition had lived, the 
people had benefited enormously, owing 
to the clearing of the water courses, 
so that a supply had been opened fo 
the village which they had not enjoyed 
for centuries previously. So strong was 
the feeling in their favor when they left 
that the villagers organized a special 
fete in their honor. 

The minister of the interior at Con- 
stantinople, on the other hand, explained 
that the excavators, having cleared two 
long passages without any results, had 
asked the government for permission to 
make another attempt from within the 
mosque of Omar. 

The permission for this was refused. 
whereupon the explorers succeeded in 
corrupting the officials and violating the 
sanctuary. The officials, he declared, who 
had been guilty had already been ar- 
rested and should an inquiry reveal anv 
other culprits, the government would 
not hesitate to arrest them likewise.

WHY DIAMONDS 


EXPLODE IS TOLD

LONDON—During the course of a lec- 
ture delivered at the Royal Society of 
Arts, Dr. A. E. Tutton, the leading ex- 
pert on crystallography, explained that 
diamonds were in all probability formed 
through the fusion of carbon at great un- 
known temperatures under such pressure 
as could only exist at great depths be- 
low the surface of the earth. 

He further pointed out that by the 
time they had arrived within reach of 
the miner they had ascended some con- 
siderable distance, probably owing to 
some volcanic action. 

It was well known, he said, that many 
diamonds broke as a result of their being 
relieved from pressure in this manner, 
men working in the Kimberley mines 
knowing weli that diamonds frequently 
explode soon after they have been ex- 
tracted from the earth. }

How the Haida Indians 
Make Their Canoes 


The North Pacific Coast Indians are a 
fishing people. The homes of the Haida 
tribe are largely among islands and the 
canoe is their chief means of transpor- 
tation and in it much of their lives is 
spent.- The red cedars of Queen Char- 
lotte’s islands produce logs from which | 
are made huge canoes, sometimes from 
45 to 60 feet in length. The Haida are 
magter craftsmen since there is no other 
type of dugout canoe so light, graceful 
and seaworthy as this one they con- 
struct.. 

In Haida canoe building, the outside 
contour is first hewn and _ carved. 
Wooden pins are driven through” the 
outer surface to indicate the “varying 
thickness: of the walls of ‘the canoe, 
and the interior is dug out to the 
depths thus fixed. The spread of the 
beam is attained by steaming the wood. 
The canoe is partly filled with water 
into which red hot stones are dropped 
producing steam which softens the wood. 
The. sides are forced out by wedges 
which are afterward replaced by perma- 
nent seats. Beds of hot embers are 
kept near the canoes to dry the outer 
surface.—American Museum Journal.

LITTLE book, “How to Think in 

Music,” by Harriet Ayer Seymour, 
is reviewed in the New York Post, and 
while one does not know the actual value 
of the book from the brief mention, one 
instance seems worth while citing. A 
girl, artistic to her very finger-tips, had 
been “learning to play the piano” for six 
vears and had come to hate music. She 
was a victim of the prevalent mechanical 
mode of teaching. On being questioned, 
she admitted that there was one thing 
that interested her—a tune written by 
herself. “I loved to do it. and I can 
sing it.” Here she had used her own 
initiative, and the exercise of it had 
made her happy. “Teachers will find 
that all children are interested in think- 
ing music, and that the interest grows 
where otherwise it is apt to flag.”

“most surprising thing in the whole proposi- 
tion” that the business men of the country 
manifest so little interest, so great a lack 
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of enthusiasm, in relation to the steps that 
‘| are being taken in the arid West to pro- 
' vide fertile farms for the people. Each 
family on one of the reclaimed farms of the West, he said, means 
practically $500 a year to the railroads that carry to and from 
the farms. Each family means that the manufacturers and dealers 
in the middle West and the East shall have a new and worth- 
while customer. Reclamation means, he added, the substitution of 
a sturdy producing class for the tenement dwellers of the great 
cities. 

He had been talking of the wonderful work already accom- 
plished and of the stupendous task yet to be performed. With 
relation to the latter, he said that 30,000,000 acres of land, enough 
to provide homes for 2,000,000 families, remain to be irrigated in 
the West. To put this project through would involve a cost frve 
times that of the Panama canal, but this will be defrayed in the 
long run by the land-buyers. 

It is hardly correct to say that the business men of the country 
are altogether ignorant or indifferent with regard to the work being 
performed by the reclamation service. It must be taken into con- 
sideration that this phase of national development is only one of 
many. The business men of the country, by reason of its remark- 
able development, are very busy. What they need most, perhaps, 
so that they may follow things lying outside the scope of their 
daily range of vision, is a little more leisure. Business men occa- 
sionally, and with profit, make up excursions to other cities, near 
or distant. Seldom, however, do they take trips into those sections 
where agricultural development and activity are at their height. 
They listen to what they are told about agricultural progress in 
the West, and they read about it, but the subject is too big-to be 
grasped in either of these ways. They should go out among those 
who are developing the natural resources of the country and see 
for themselves what is doing. 

The material welfare of the nation is based upon its soil pro- 
duction. It is not the factory, the counting-house, the store, the 
shop or the bank that makes business or prosperity, it is the land; 
and it is hardly to be wondered at that one who, like Mr. Blanchard, 
has given the subject such close study, should be struck by the 
seeming indifference of business men to the real source of the 
nation’s wealth.

It SEEMS to be the purpose of all those per- 
sons interested in the controversy that has 
The arisen between pie consumers and pie pur- 
veyors in the Senate wing of the national 
Reasonable Capitol to obscure the issue. What the real 

motive is for thus darkening a discussion 
Pie that would otherwise be of great popular 
interest and make for great popular 
enlightenment is impossible to say at this 
—— 5g time, but it will doubtless be revealed as 
soon as the matter comes before a committee empowered to send 
for persons and papers and to examine private accounts. 

Ostensibly, the allegation is that the pie trust of the Senate 
wing of the Capitol has entered into a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, in that it has imposed upon its principal customer, the New 
England Pie Club, certain conditions and a certain scale of prices, 
compliance with which is precedent to the acquisition and consump- 
tion of its wares. It is held by the alleged complainants that there 
exists a monopoly at once unreasonable and illegal, because it 
imposes upon the pie consumer the single alternative of buying 
such pie as the trust offers for sale or going without. New Eng- 
landers, it is properly held, can under no circumstances go without, 
so that the Senate-wing pie trust is not only an unreasonable con- 
spiracy im restraint of trade in the ordinary sense but by literally 
compelling the New Englander to accept whatever pie it chooses 
to offer, it deprives him not alone of his nickel or his dime, as 
the case may be, but of that which is dearer to him than either: 
his liberty of choice at the pie counter—a liberty which, according 
to his interpretation of the constitution, must never be questioned 
nor abridged. 

The decision handed down in this case by United States Sen- 
ator W. Murray Crane of Massachusetts might be expected to 
shed satisfactory light upon the whole proceeding, but it does not. 
While holding that the Senate-wing pie trust has displayed a ten- 
dency toward monopoly, conspiracy and discrimination of .a charac- 
ter calculated to constitute a flagrant violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law; and while insisting that it immediately proceed to 
dissolve itself into a plain, every-day pie counter, the decision does 
not explain, nor undertake to explain, how it happens that, the 
dispute known to have existed for years between the New England 
Pie Club and the Senate-wing pie trust failed ‘to reach the critical 
point until Wall street began to exhibit symptoms of returning 
confidence. Here is really where the public is not treated frankly. 
Members of the New England Pie Club plank down their nickels 
or dimes for years, and gladly accept whatever compensation in 
the pie line the pie trust may offer, until ‘Wall street begins to 
catch its breath; whereupon they precipitate a new agitation, and 
one likely to involve pie consumers throughout not merely the mince 
and custard region but throughout the entire apple belt. 

To say the least, the proceeding is mysterious, and none the 


less so because this is the time of year when New Englanders ‘are ~

such an enterprise. Adequate payment, stability of tenure, and 
power equal to responsibility should be granted to the men chosen 
for this important work. So armed, they can proceed with expedi- 
tion and directness to the strategic task that lies ahead, by which 
Boston, if she has nerve and courage equal ‘to her natural advan- 
tages, may take a commanding place again in international trade. 

One of the first steps toward conquest of this larger business 
for the port should be the building of a dry dock, either by the 
city as such or by private investors. The situation along the Atlantic 
coast at the present time is deplorable, whether judged from the 
point of view of the American navy or of domestic and foreign 
shipping interests. While both the volume of trade and the ‘size 
of craft steadily increase, nothing commensurate is done to pro- 
vide for that repair and reconstruction of vessels that is inevitable, 
owing to the hazard of the business and the unforeseen as well as 
the expected destructive influences of the natural elements. Political 
factors and red tape prevent the national government from doing 
its share in meeting the problem as fast as is necessary from the 
increase both in volume of commerce and in the dimensions of 
craft, naval and commercial. A great opportunity awaits the first 
north Atlantie city that, either by collective action or through the 
enterprise of its investors, builds a dry dock commensurate with 
future as well as with contemporary standards. New York’s ship- 
owners and shippers are alive to the issue as it affects them, but 
get no encouragement from city officials that the city will assume 
the task; and if it were to be Tammany controlled, few could urge 
the plan with much zest. If Boston is alive to a strategic opportun- 
ity she will act where New York seems to hesitate; and by so 
doing she at once may influence many lines of vessels to make 
this a terminal port. In considering the matter, it should be kept 
in mind that Canada is not asleep and that her governmental policy, 
naval and commercial, has full provision for dry docks adequate 
to meet immediate and future needs. 
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NEW YorK is now complaining of the multiplication of com- 
missions under the state government. Commissions are sometimes 
very useful, but, unless directly elected by the people, they are likely 
to mean at times an unnecessary amd expensive doubling of govern- 
mental machinery.

| Eliot. By temperament and by reasoned 
Versus conviction he has stood most of his life for 
| | policies in education, religion, politics and 
Social Good social organization that have emphasized 
| | freedom of the individual and the desir- 
ability of reducing authority to as low a 
os re ~~ point as is consistent with avoidance of 
anarchy and license. Until a comparatively recent date he has 
shown few signs of approval of the trend, which is a world phe- 
nomenon, toward social restriction and control of certain depart- 
ments of human activity where formerly the ideal was one of 
unrestrained competition between individuals, victory being deemed 
as of right the prerogative of the ablest fighter. 

Some of Dr. Eliot’s recent utterances have indicated that he 
is modifying his former attitude, and that he now agrees with 
those who rank the social good above the private right and who 
put. emphasis on the duty of mutual service rather than on any 
abstract ideal of liberty. Thus, in a talk which he recently gave 
before Harvard students, he elaborated the argument which also 
is to be found in his latest book, ‘““The Conflict Between Individual- 
ism and Collectivism,”’ namely, that radical changes in social. struc- 
ture and industrial evolution have caused untoward conditions of 
existence and of labor that can only be met and remedied effectively 
by combined, rather than separate, action of citizens of the com- 
munity. With the natural disinclination of one who has consistently 
attacked socialism, he differentiates this trend toward collectivism, 
of which he now approves, from the socialistic propaganda which 
he still condemns. He rightly says that much that is called “‘social- 
ism’’ 18 more accurately described as collectivism, which can exist 
along with full liberty for the individual in fields of action where 
alteration of conditions has not been as radical as it has been in 
the realm of economics. 

What Dr. Eliot is trying to work out is a problem that ts 
worrying many idealists;who have traditions and principles similar 
to his. - It has to do with practical ethics and sensible opportunism. 
Jt must take account of the varying tasks of different generations. 
It must say that “new occasions teach new duties.”, Dr. Eliot’s 
forebears found tyranny concentrated in sovereigns of the Stuart 
and Hanoverian dynasties.. He finds it centered in trades unions 
and in “trusts.” His ancestors were much concerned with achieve- 
ment of individuals’ political and spiritual rights. His grand- 
children are to aid in teaching society its common duties.. He saw 
the flower of the youth of the land perish in a great struggle involv- 
ing federal domination over the states. Men are now wondering 
whether it is not time to reassert the rights of. localities and the 
states, and to .curb centralization of power at Washington. So, 
from generation to generation, the emphasis shifts.

After several | Waterway 
years of agitation in favor of a ship canal || 
connecting the Great lakes with the Missis- || Controversy 
sippi, an amendment to the state constitution 
which would legalize the issue of $20,000,- | 
000 of bonds in aid of such an enterprise 
was approved by the people on Nov. 3, 1908, by a vote of 675,898 
to 193,298. This seemed to be conclusive as to public sentiment, 
and steps were at,once taken to enact a law which would give the 
constitutional amendment practical expression. But in the leg- 
islatures that have assembled since the vote was cast the water- 
way proposition has never until now gone much beyond the deliber- 
ative stage. 

In the meantime original advocates of the project have in many 
instances become its pronounced opponents, and vice-versa. The 
newspapers in some instances have reversed their attitude toward 
it. Politicians who were for it are against it; some who were 
violently opposed to it are for it. The Senate of the present session 
has passed a deep-waterway bill which the Governor is prepared 
to sign, if the House shall agree to it. The speaker of the House 
has taken the floor and declared his intention of defeating the meas- 
ure because the Governor is for it. 

Thus it stands at present. In the meantime the entire deep- 
waterway movement in the middle West is halted. All the interests 
along the Mississippi are disappointed. There is no telling, even, 
whether the Illinois voters who were so enthusiastic less than three 
years ago for deep-waterway communication with the Mississippi 
and the gulf would now, if given the opportunity, hold to their 
first decision. Manifestly, there are complications here that call 
for the attention of calm and skilful men. :

On all sides — Ce ae 
it appears to be admitted that the women’s | 
crusade against smoke has done much toward making St. Louis 
a cleaner city, a more desirable city in which to reside and do busi- 
ness. It has done this by prosecuting the offenders against the smoke 
ordinance. It has pursued these offenders and prosecuted them 
impartially and determinedly. , 

St. Louis has a Million Club, an organization of business peo- > 
ple whose aim is the material advancement of the city. It 1s a 
worthy association, and it has done excellent work in many ways. 
But it seems disposed to look with too much favor upon expediency, 
especially with regard to this matter of smoke. It is afraid that 
the too vigorous pursuit of the smoke nuisance will hurt business. 
At a ineeting, in which the women and the civic league were invited 
to take part, the other day the Million Club insisted that the pros- 
ecution of the smoke nuisance offenders should cease, whereupon 
the ladies and the officers of the civic league withdrew. 

It is probably the case, as claimed elsewhere as well as in St. 
Louis, that the smoke nuisance cannot be suppressed without caus- 
ing some hardship and loss to some persons and to some iterests. 
It means the reconstruction of furnaces, the installation of smoke 
consumers, the burning of better ang higher-priced coal. _ It means 
a general readjustment of things im the manufacturing centers, 
changes that affect the railroads, the power plants, the quality of 
labor. From the point of view of some manufacturers, the sup- 
pression of the smoke nuisance is itself a nuisance. | Yet, shall it 
be conceded that’ the movement for a cleaner atmosphere in the 
cities must give way to selfish individual or corporate interests? 
Enough has been accomplished along the line of reform to make 
it clear that the smoke nuisance can be overcome if there is unity 
to this end. On the one side there should be education; on the 
other, firmness; on all sides a settled purpose to bring the matter 
to’an issue and to. settle it aright.
